Well Xnown Stout Drafting 
Teacher Dies After 
Retiring From Faculty 


Daniel Green, popular a.-+ respected 
member of The Stout Inatitute faculty 
since 1924, died suddenly on June 32 
in an Eau Claire hospital. Funeral sar- 
vices were held from the Menomonie 
Congregational church, the Rev. John 
M. Buran officiating. Masonic rites were 
conducted at the church and also at 
Evergreen cemetary, the place of burial, 

At the close of his teaching career, 
Mr. Green was Associate Professor of 
Industrial Education at Stout, teaching 
courses in Machine Drawing and Gen- 
eral Drawing. A short time belore his 
death, he had been honored at a fare- 
well banquet sponsored by the faculty 
men and had been presented with a 
gift in appreciation of his long service 
to the college. 

Mr Green had planned to live in 
Menomonie alter his retirement, engag- 
ing in u mail-order collecting enterprise 
which he had developed. 

He is survived by his wile, Mabel; four 
children, Daniel Jr., Vicksburg, Miss.; 
Mra. Anthony Witowich, Detroit, Mich, 
Mrs. S. E. Smith, now in Germany; and 
Mrs, J. H. Harper, Ames, lowa; one 
brother, Joseph, Crystal Falls, Mich; 
aad five grandchildren 

Daniel Green was born in Fort Hale, 
South Dakota, in 1883 His father had 
been an army officer, the sixth of eight 
generctions of the family to serve jn 
the armed forces. Because army famil- 
tos moved around quite a bit, Mr. 
Green's early education was received 

from t Hi formal 
ling came only + 
hool.

een then took up mechanical 
neering at the University of Wis- 
= but lelt in his junior year to be 


married to the Mabe! Webber. whom he 
had met while at Whitewater, 

After his marriage, Mr. Green taught 
at Des Moines, lowa, West high school, 
where he stayed till 1906. From 1906 to 
1917 he held positions as instructor of 


tucky; director of industrial education 
at Marquette, Michigan; superintendent 
of the com,!ste industrial education 
system, both lower grades and high 
school, in Elgin, Illinois; and head of 
the Department of Industrial Education 
at Macomb Teachers college, Macomb, 
M'ncis. During his stay in Illinois he 
commuted to Chicago where he at 
tended classes and received his bach- 
elor's degree. 

When the first world war broke out, 
Mr. Green, then a married = on with 
a family, was still head of the indus- 
tial arts department at Macomb. Feeling 
that he could better serve his country 
in industry than in teaching—and in- 
asmuch as he was ineligible for the 


job as ossistant superintendent at the 
Midland Chemical company in Chi- 
cago. 

Later he was advanced to head 
superintendent, He was with the chem- 
ical company for four years. After the

DIES SUDDENLY 


Faculty and students at The Stout 
Institute were shocked and saddened 
by the death of Miss Agnes Winston, 
assistant presidential secretary, who 
passed away on Friday norning, Sep 
tember 8, at Menomonie Memorial hos 
pital. Funeral services were held Mon 
day from St. Joseph's church, the Rev. 
William Daniels officiating, Burial was 
in St. Joseph's cemetary. 

Miss Winston had been a_ sten- 
ographer at Stout for 23 years, She had 
been conlined to Memorial hospital fol- 
lowing an illness of over a month, but 
jwas apparently recovering when sh> 
passed aw: 


away. 

President Fryklund, in whose olfice 
Miss Winston had’ worked since his 
coming to Stout in 1945, said of her: 

“We shall all miss Agnes very much. 
She was a loyal, conscientious em- 
ployee, who in addition possessed the 
fing quality of a pleasing personality 
which endeared her to everyone with 
whom she came into contact.” 

Surviving Miss Winston are two 
sisters: Rose, Menomonie, and Mrs. F. 
A. Hubbard, Omaha, Neb; and two 
brothers: Tom, St, Paul, Minnesota, and 
Leo, Menomonie.

He stayed in Richmond until the 
fall of 1924 when he took a position 
in Menomonie at The Stout Institute. 

Once, however, during his tenure at 
Stout, he obtained a brief leave cf ab- 
sence during which he attended classes 
at the University of Minnesota and 
earned his Master of Arts degree. 

Between school terms, Mr. Green held 
many positions, such as carpenter and 
concrete worker, and worked for such 
corpora.ions as Allis Chalmers in Mi!- 
waukee so that he would be constantly 
aware of new techniques to be taught 
in his courses. 


Perhaps Mr. Green's dutlook on life 
end ea" i t summed up ina 
statement which he himself made at the 
farewell benquet marking his retire- 
ment. Looking back over the many 
years whic! hed devoted to the ser- 
vice of Daniel Green put it 


this way: 

“It I had my life to live over, my 
decision as to a career would be the 
same. Whatever ! have been able to 
give to teaching has been repaid many 
times over by the pleasant associations 
which have been mine as a teacher 
and in knowing that I have had a part 
in preparing s'udents who have be- 
come successful in their own right.”

WISCONSIN EDUCATION 
ASSOCIATION NEWS 


The following news release was dis- 
tributed by the Wisconsin Education 
association in an effort to improve pub- 
lic relations for America’s schools. It 
will be of interest to Stout students who 
will have among their teaching respon- 
sibilities, perhaps, the bettering of their 
school's contacts with the public. 

Recognizing the critical needs of pub- 
lic schools during and after World War 
Il, the 1950 Yearbook Commission of 
the American Association of School Ad- 
ministrators “explored the broad field 
‘of schcol public relations and-indicated 
its essential landmarks. Many sugges- 
tions are given on approaches cnd pro- 
cedures, but the yearbook is not in- 
tended as a handbook of methods. In- 
Stpad it deals primarily with purposes, 
principles, relationships and values.” 

The Yearbook Commission recognizes 
that: 

yl. Public interest can be either con- 
structive or destructive-positive or neg- 
ative depending largely on educational 
leadership. 

2. There is no substitute for a day- 
by-day good educaticnal job with boys 
and girls. 

3. There is no royal road to good 
public relations. It requires patient, in- 
telligent and persistent effort. 

4 Public relations must take account 
of people's emotions as well as intel- 
lect. 

5. There is no single public but 
rather a number of publics with which 
public education must work. 

6. Sound public relations must be 
honest in interest and execution, intrin- 
sic in the school program, continuous in 
application, positive in approach, com- 
prehensive in character, sensitive to the 
public concerned, and simple in mean- 
ing and conception. It is a two-war 
Process.

ional organizations were they excelled. _ 

“It was fot within the scope of this 
report to determine the causal factors 
which might explain these results,” 
stated Dr. Anderson. ‘However it does 
seem evident that this group of teach- 
ers in Wisconsin has attained.a higher 
level of competency than either the men 
teachers or both men and women teach- 
ers.

Well, the “*d of home economics 
provides ihis unbeatable combination, 
offering as many desiraxile possibilities 
as girls have interests. The teaching of 
home economics, for instance, is almost 
unequalled as a rewarding profession 
for women. It oilers the advantages of 
high salary, certainty of employment, 
excepticnally pleasant working condi- 
tions, opportunity for constant advance- 
ment, and the chance to render real 
service, High schools, nursery schools, 
university extension, and adult educa- 
tion are but few shortage areas in 
teaching. 


Home economics prepares girls in- 
terested in art and home furnishing for 
careers in interior decoration, design, 
and merchandising. The graduate inter- 
ested in dietetics and nutrition can 
choose among schools, hospitals, gov- 
ernment departments, and public food 
service, And girls trained in home 
economics are in great demand too in 
the general services of that field—wel- 
fare work, 4-H and county agent lead- 
ership, journalism, adver 
search, and family counseling. 

The acute shortage of trained home 
econemics personnel is not confined to 
Wisconsin alone, nor is the scarcity 
new. It has existed for many years, and 
the need will continue. This demand is 
nation-wide, and consequently the var- 
iety of available locations is as bound- 
less as the number of positions to be 
filled. 


In commenting on the number ol ex- 
cellent home etonomics positions open 
in Wisconsin alone, Dr. Alice J. Kirk, 
dean of home economics at Stout In- 
stitute, Menomonie, Wisconsin, points 
out: 


“Never has the shoriage of qualified 
graduates been so critical, and I be- 
lieve that the situation will exist for a 
long time because business is con- 
stantly increasing its need for home 
economists and we have noted a very 
high marriage rae among our grad- 
uates,” 


But a professional career is not the 
only desirable goal of home economics 
training. Every girl, some day in her 
life, plans on marriage and a home. 
She wants that most important on- 
deavor to be a definite success. Yet 
many of today’s brides blithely under- 
take the folly which comes of “marriage 
without preparation.” Training in home 
economics, however, prepares a girl 
both for a career and for homemaking.

MRS. BISHOP 

Demonstrating .,efore an audience of 
95 teachers from throughout this part 
of the northwest, Mrs. Edna Bryte Bis- 
hop, lecturer on what has become 
known as the “Bishop method” of cloth- 
ing construction, presented an all-day 
clothing clinic in The-Stout- Institute 
chemistry lecture-room on Wednesday, 
September 27. 

As one of four clinics held at Stout, 
Milwaukee, Madison, and Stevens 
Point, Mrs. Bishop showed how the ef- 
ficient methods of clothing construction 


used in industry can be successfully |< 


adapted for use in the clothing labor- 
atories of high school and colleges. 

During the morning, Mrs. Bishop 
showed her audience how women can 
buy better-fitting patterns if they un- 
derstand what is available in commer- 
cial-patterns.-To-démonstrate* this,;she 
used four patterns to show where their 
measurements were alike or, different. 
She also had the four patterns made 
how: different patterns of the same 3ize, 
but of. different type, might fit an in- 
dividual. 

In the afternoon, Mrs. Bishop review- 
ed some of the basic principles of gar- 
ment construction which she had dem- 
onstrated at earlier clini_s. To do this, 
she applied the principles to a basic 


dress, using a more difficult fabric and. 


intricate design than she had at pre- 
vious meetings. 

To.stress the importance of basic 
clothing and the use -of -accessories 
to individualize them, Mrs. Bishop dem- 
onstrated the. effectiveness of various 
accessories on a basic black dress. 

She concluded by showing. acces- 
sories which are expensive to buy but 
which are inexpensive and easy ‘to 
make.

attending Stout Institute ~. part. of a 
special group of exchange teacher- 
trainees. ; : 
The two girls, Mary Wuest and 
Christa Erwin, both natives of the West- 
ern part of Germahy, are among 350 
German teen-agers, technical experts, 
teachers, teacher-trainees, and clergy- 
men who have been admitted to the 
U.S. for a year’s observation of Ameri- 
can methods and who will, at the same 
time, live among Americans in order to 
absorb something of our way of life. 

That such, interchange of pedpje has 
its. effects, the girls say, is evidenced 
by the fect that the Germans entering 
America this autumn had difficulty—in 
carrying on German conversations with 
fellow countrymen who had finished 
their year‘in the U.S. This.was espec- 
ially true in the case-of German teen 
agers, who spent their entire stay in the 
family circle of American homes. r 

Both girls are attending Stout on ex- 
» change scholarships furnished by the 
college itself and partially by the Men- 
omonie Rotary Club, before whom the 
girls will soon*speak. Miss Wuest is a 
graduate of a German home economics 
college, and has taught four years of 
needlework, gymnasium and clothing 
construction to German girls 14 to 18 
years of age. 

Christa Erwin has completed half of 
her German college training, and will 
finish it when the girls return to their 
homes_next June. She will teach home 
economics in Germany when she has 
completed her education. 

American differences which first im- 
pressed the girls included a view of 
New York skyscrapers, which they had 
seen in the movies but which they ad- 
mit, “Left us breathless.” Another early 
- surprise was the manner in which col- 

lege dormitory officers are “selected in 
America: 

“We found real democracy at work 

* in this small private group, just as we 

learned it works in government. That 

training is wonderful for young people,

erating a puppet controller and the |’ 


nine magic strings that require deft 
fingers. Making puppets is very inter- 
esting. The. puppet heads are usually 
molded in clay. The mold is cast in a 
plaster-of-Paris mold which is then lin- 
ed wth either plastic wood or paper- 
mache, and a hollow head is produced. 
This is sanded for smoothness and then 
painted. The bodies are made some- 
times in the same way, but usually the 
arms, legs, chest block, and hip block 
are shoped from soft wood and the two 
blocks are connected with a tube af 
cloth. The size of‘figures depends on the 
scale decided upon in advance. 

Other details include: dressing the 
puppets, making a stage, lighting and 
operating Puppetry is no one-man job.

“How Do. We Rate Professionally?” is 
fe title of an article 
issue -of the Wisconsin Journal of 
Education written by Dr. Stuart Ander- 
son of the graduate faculty. 
Based on a study of the secondary 
school. teacher_persorinel in Wisconsin 
public schools, Anderson points out 
hat the average teaching experience 
for high school teachers is slightly more 
than 18 years, Women showed a signi- 
ficantly longer experience record with 
an average of 15.6 years compared to 
14.7 for men. : 

In Wisconsin secondary schools the 
teacher personnel in the 1946-1947 
wchool year had been in that position 
for an average of more than nine years. 
Nearly 62-percent had held that position 
less than eight years; nearly SO percent 
fer less than four years. 

More than 95 percent of the teachers 
had acquired professional training equi- 
valent to the Bachelor's degree or 
higher. Men generally~tiad attained a 
higher level of professional training 
than women. 

Slightly ‘more than three-fourths of 
these teachers had taken some ad- 
vanced professional or extension 
courses since their first teaching assign- 
ment. , : 

While more than one-third had taken 
work in 1946 and~ 1947, more than one- 
fourth had not taken any extension 
courses since 1940. 

More than 70 percent had attended

Leader in I A and Head

The Stout Graduate Men's club, 
which met Thursday night, October 19 
at The Stout Institute cafeteria, was 
honored to have featured a very ed- 
ucational talk by the capable Dr. De 
Witt Hunt, president of the American 
Industrial Arts Association (AIAA),Dr. 
Hunt is a@ nationally known leader in 
this field who, after forty-two years of 
service in that capacity, is now-com- 
pleting his second year as president of 
the AIAA. He is also head of the de- 
partment of Industrial Arts Education 
and Engineering Shopwork at Okla- 
homa A & M college, located at Still- 
water, Oklahoma where he has in- 
structed for thirty-six years. 

The professional group- gathered to 
enjoy a deli “agg tender swiss steak 
dinner at. 6: It was setved to the 
crowd of approximately fifty people 
attending, which was made up of facul- 
ty members, graduate. students, and 
undergraduate students. The meal was 
under the direction of Miss Killian, head 
of the cafeteria, who also arranged for 
relaxing dinner music while the men 
entertained each other with friendly 
conversation. 


Dean Clyde A. Bowman, head of In- 


dustrial Arts here a The Stout Institute, 
proudly introduced the well-known 
speaker as “an exceptional man of 
good repute both socially and-in the 
teaching profession.” Dean Bowman has 
known Dr.-Hunt for a number of years. 
They have worked together at many 
national meetings at which they have 
striven to improve conditions for in- 
dustrial arts in America. 

Dr. Hunt began his talk by showing 
several slides concerning the Oklahoma 
A & M college. Several - outstanding 
notations were given about the pro- 
gress this college is making. For in- 
stance, the college has spent some 24 
million dollars since World War II, ex-

Panding and. improving their campus 
and buildings. They have accomplished 
his feat by the use of self liquidating 
loans under the direction of their presi- 
dent. An example he gave is their 
student union building, part of which is 
made up of a hotel. As a result, the 
building will pay for itself. pee 
Another unique situation explained 
was that the school manufactures most 
of their own furniture. This idea re- 
sulted during the depression days-of the 
early 1920's when ‘students needed help 
financially to continue college,. In an 
attempt to solve this problem, the ad- 
ministrators set up a production line 


of which experienced labor was hired. = 


being ‘continued today with excellent 
results. 


Upon completion of the slides, Dr. 
Hunt continued his speech by making 
severdl estimations in statistical form 
concerning the number of industrial 
arts teachers now distributed in various 
situations, such as colleges, supervi- 
sory jobs, federal. reformatorys, etc. He 
went on to say, “There can be no 
doubt that the growth of industrial 
can be attributed to three elements: (1 
students in elementary, junior, and sen- 
ior—high—schools..enjoy the work and 
demand that it bee made available, (2) 
principals, superintendents, and other 
school administrators recognize its val- 
ue, and for that. reason provide for its 
availability, and (3) parents, school 
patrons, and the public recognize the 
si,nificant values of industrial arts in- 
struction, and demand its inclusion in 


the school curriculum.” He also stated . 


that industrial arts teachers as a whole 
can never be accused of working self- 
ishly for their.own intérest, but rather 
are continually contributing to the 
good of the community—the sign of a 
truly strong professional organization. 


The meeting was concluded by a 
discussion which ended at 9:00 PM.

Driver training class is very popular 
at Stout. At-present_there are ten en- 
rolled in ‘the class, which is under the 
direction of Mr: Kranzusch, and 20 en- 
rolled trainees. 


The underlying philosophy of the 
course it two-fold, according to Director 
Kranzusch: 

“First, we want to develop driver 
trainers who can be of maximum value 
in preparingt he young people and ad- 
ults who are seeking driver training in 
constantly_increasing numbers. The se- 
cret of each teacher's success wilh be 
the development of proper driving at- 
tiutes in his future. puplis and then, 
later, in perfecting the dr:ver skills 
themselves,” 

Although the course is ae the 
persons successfully completing the 
course will receive a certi from 
the State Department of. Public Instruc- 
of driver's education, including prac- 
tion. This certifies them as an istructor 
tice driving in Wisconsin high schools 
for two years. 

The trainees receive through the 
Motor Vehicle Department a temporary 
instruction permit. Upon completion of 
the course, they submit themselves to 
a traffic officer for a road test. Hf the 
test is satisfactory, the trainees receive 
their permanent driver's license. 


Before the trainees attempt the regu- 
lar street driving, they learn the pre- 
liminaries of driving at the Menomonie 
fair grounds.

Gordon Nooyen, Class of 
‘50, Writes About Recent 
Experiences in Teaching 


The following-letter is from Gordon 
P. Nooyen ‘50, 5540 -Fruitridge Rd, 
Sacramento 17, California. It proves 
that Stout graduates can fill many 
teaching positions, 


On_ arriving in- Sacramento I tried 
* getting a. job-teaching in: one of the 
city or county schools but was informed 
by the powers that I had arrived too 
late. It seemed as though all the teach-|; 
ing positions in this area were filled 
execpt for elementary teachers whom 
are in great demand. The County Su- 
pervisor seems to hold respect for Stout 
for he told me that I should have no 
trouble getting placed next year in In- 
dustrial Arts in this area. 


As a means to an end, I worked as a 
motion picture projectionist for about 
a month but was not satisfied with that 


type of work as permanent employ- 
ment. 


I then opelled ior a Jeb ai the Sao: 
ramento Signal Depot and was hired 
as a Training Officer. The Signal De- 
pot is’ an Army Signal Corp supply 
base for the Sixth Army and the entire 
South Pacific employing both civilians 
and Army personnel. It repairs and fab- 
ricates both new and- old equipment 
ranging from telephones to movie pro- 
jectors to radar. 


When new people are hired they are 
sent into a “screening course.” This 
course is concerned with the funda- 
mentals of mathematics, algebra, phys- 
ics, electricity, and radio. From this 
course we are able to determine if the 
person is capable of going | furthe: 
in the study of electronics or if it would 
be more profitable for the company to 
_ put the person .out on the production 


- line. If the person is to be sent. on for 


further training he is given training in 
the use of tools and then sent to~the 
shop for shop practice training. From 
there he returns to classroom training:

Graduates. of 
The Stout Institute are entitled to a cer- 
tificate to teach the major and minor 
subjects in this state, Those who have 
a teaching position in Wisconsin for 


next year should secure a two dollar}. 


money order at the post office payable 
to George Watson. Bring the mone? 
order to the registrar at least a wee 

before Commencement Day. The license 


will be enclosed ‘in diploma folder 
at Commencement. Others who secure 
a Wisconsin position after Commence- 
ment should send the money order to 
tthe registrar. Notify the registrar at 
once that you have a position. All Wis- 
consin teachers are on probation for 
two years. A temporary. license is 
granted each year for two years. After 
two years of successful teaching exper- 
ience, the State Department grants a 
life certificerte.

In the hourly count of a twenty-four 
hour day, four stations were chosen. Of’ 


these four—points, the hours.of four_to———___ 


six were the most heavily traveled, On 


Main: street, between E. 5th and E. 6th 


streets the hours of four to five were 
the most heavily traveled with a count 
of 956 vehicles passing at that time. 
East 7th street, between E. 2nd and E. 
3rd streets and Broadway, between 7th 
avenue West and 6th avenue West 
were also the busiest at this hour with 
counts of 576 and 494 vehicles passing 
respectively. : : 


Station 9, located at Crescent avenue, 
East of Broadway, showed a count of 
446 vehicles during the hour of five to 
six in the evening. 

This summary of hourly counts shows 
that traffic flow, at a low in the early 
morning hours, increases by the hour 
reaching its peak in the late afternoon 
and .decreases gradually till the late 
night hours,

The Registrar's office. at Stout calls 
the attention of Stout students to a rec- 
ent report from the U. S. Office of Edu- 
cation. The article deals with the total 
number of degrees granted in higher 
education and the type of degrees be- 
ing conferred. 

According to the U. S. report, colleges 
and-universities of our nation during 
1949-50 conferred degrees upon nearly 
500,000 students. This number represents 
an 18% increase over the previous 
year's total for 1939-40, peak pre-war 
graduation. year. 

More than three times as many men 
earned bachelor’s degrees than did wo- 
men, the report continués.

Educational Problems 

Designed as the beginning of what 
may become a series of meetings be- 
tween the Stout Institute faculty, the 
Eau Claire State Teachers college fac- 
ulty, and state legislators from this ar- 
ea, a dinner meeting of the.three groups 
Was held recently at Hotel Eau Claire. 

Nearly 40 members of the Stout fac- 
ulty, some accompanied by their wives, 
made the trip in a chartered bus: 

With Leonard Haas, dean of instruc- 
tion at Eau Claire, presiding as toast- 
master in the absence of Eau Claire’s 
President Davies, those present enjoyed 
a fine meal, a program ‘of speeches, 
entertainment ,and a social get-togeth- 
er during the evening. 

Speakers from Dunn county includ-. 
ed William E. Owen, recently-elected 
state senator, and Dr. Verne C. Fryk- 
lund, president of Stout. 


Senator Owen described his. deep 
interest-in education; especially “the 
work being done by Stout and” Eau 
Claire, and promised his support for 
educational measures discussed in his 
coming term in the legislature. 


President Fryklund acknowledged the 
difficult task of legislators who ‘must ap- 
portion a set amount of money to try 
to satisfy all the needs arising within 
Wisconsin, 

He asked his. audience to remember 
the fine. work being done by people ~ 
who are willing, often with little or no 
pay, to take time out to study the prob- 
lems of education so that America can 
enjoy. the free system of education 
necessary if America is to be great. 


Other speakers included Sylvia Railh- 
hle, assemblywoman from Chippewa 
Falls; John Pritchard, -assemblyman 
from Eau Claire; Arthur Padrutt, State 
senator from Eau Claire and Chippewa’ 
Sounties; Eugene McPhee, director of 
teacher education and secretary of the 
Wisconsin State Boards of Teachers 
College Regents; and W. D. McIntyre, 
president of the Teachers College Re- 
gents. 

Mrs. Raihle asked for more informa- 
tion from constituents on -how~legisla- 
tors should vote on measures before 
them. Mr. Pritchard advised education- 
alinstitutions to cooperate in their leg- 
islative requests and warned that 3,000 
new-tedchers will soon be needed to 
care for the increased birthrate, even 
though over 4,000 permit teachers, had 
already been called upon. 

Senator Padrutt pointed out the wel- 
fare and educational,, advancements 
this session. 


McPhee warned his audience of prob- 
lems arising from shrinking enrollments 
and spiraling costs. He pointed out al- 
80, progress beng made in educational 
buildings in Wisconsin and discussed 
problem of defense education, teacher 
recruitment, and new college programs 
of studies. 

Both he and Regent McIntyre praised 
legislators for their work in providing 
necessary educational funds. McIntyre 
eported also on teacher welfare and 
alaries, and the proposed liberal arts 
program for state colleges. 

Speaking for their various faculties 
and expressing satisfaction at the gath- - 
ering were Clyde A. Bowman, dean’ df 
the Stout division of industrial educa- 
tion; Floyd Krause, faculty representa- 
ive of Eau Claire Teachers college; 
vas Henry Kolka, a member of the

But, VA said, the extension does not 
apply to those veterans who had never 
had GI Bill training at the time they 
re-entered active service.

July 25, 195t, date still holds, — 


VA explained that its décision to éx- 


itend the crt-off date for véterans stop- 


ping training in order to go into active 
services entirely consistent with the law 
and with a VA ss peed of ae 1 on 
the deadline: sae 


That regulation states that Veterans | 
actually must be in training on July 25,. 
1951, if, they want to continue atter- 
wards. The only exception is for an_in- 
terruption for reasons beyond a beter 
an's control. An interruption for the pur- 
pose of going oon active duty, VA rul- 
ed, falls within that category. 


Veterans who interrupt their studies 
in order ‘to enter military service will be 
permitted to resume their training with- 
in a reasonable period following their 
release from service—even though they 
get out after the deadline date. 


Under the law,. the July 25, 1951, cut- 
olf date applies to World Waar II veter- 
ans discharged before. July 25, 1947. For 
those few discharged afterwards, the 
cut-off date is four years form ~date of 
discharge.

Of The Stout Institute 


The manner in which Stout Institute 
is using one of the newest procedures 
in American education, parent-pupil- 
teacher planning, was recently demon- 
strated by the Home Economics Educa- 


_‘ tion department of the college. That de- 


partment, working with eighth graders | P°®: 
of the Menomonie public school sys- 
tem, held a parent-pupil-teacher sem- 
inar devoted to the problems of an 
eighth grade sewing class. 

The meeting, which attracted 16 girls, 
their-mothers-and: supervising: teachers; 
consisted of a student directed tea fol- 
lowed by a panel discussion held in 
Stout's cadet teaching Iaboratories. 

The parent-pupil-teacher method aims 
at setting up courses of study based 
upon these criteria suggested by the 
three groups concerned: 

1) Course content which parents be- 
lieve the child should learn. 

2) Projects in which the pupils have 
real interest and which they wish to 
undertake at a particular time. 

3) Projects which the’ teacher can fit 
into the class hours and budgetary 
allotments available. 

The over-all consideration is, of 
course, to provide projects suited to 
both pupil and teacher and—most-im- 
portant—to bring parents from their fre- 
quent role of “outsiders” to being actual 
participants in educational planning. 

The method chosen for achieving 
necessary parent-pupil-teacher partici- 
pation at the gathering was that of the 
roundtable. Mothers taking part were 
Mrs. Gerald Walstad and Mrs. Myron 
Harbour, together with students Sandra 
Sjuggerud and Betty Vogtsberger. Stout 
Institute cadet teachers in the panel 
were Margaret Perry and Rosemary 
Goede. 

Subjects discussed by the panel, as 
they appeared before an audience ‘of 
Parents, students, cadet teachers, and 
supervisors, included the importanée of 
a girl's learning to’ sew, clothing re- 
sponsibiliti which. girls must accept 
in the. home (mending, pressing, etc.), 
limits inherent in any classroom pro- 


fect (cost time, etc.), and home visita- 
tions by teachers 
The latter topic was expiored to de- 
termine if parents really desired home 
visits from their child's teachers; to see 
if the pupils themselves liked such 
visits: and tn explain-why teachers of- 
ten needed and Wanted to make home 
visitations 
of Evidence that these gatherings en- 


courage the educational cooperation of 
parents and pupils with the school 
could be seen from the fact that four

By Basketball During 
Winter Months — 


The world's most popular sport, play- 
ed in sixty countries and drawing in 
the United States dlone more than 
40,000,000 players and 125, 000,000 pay- 
ing spectators in a recent year, the 
game of basketball was invented in 
1891 by Dr, James A. Naismith. 


To provide students with indoor. ex- 
ercise and competition between foot- 
ball and. baseball seasons, Naismith, 
a adian clergyman and student in- 
structor under Dr. Luther H. Gulick, 
head of the Physical Education. Depart- 
ment of the International YMCA Train- 
ing School, now Springlield College, 
Mass.) deliberately invented basketball 
as part of the school’s research pro- 
gram. 

Placing wooden peach baskets over- 
head on opposite ends of the gymna- 
sium and using an association (soccer) 
football, Naismith became: “There shall 
be -nine players on each side.” The 
size of teams later became optional 
depending on the size of available’ 
courts, the five-player standard being 
adopted when the game spread over 
the country. 


World-wide popularity came to bas- 
ketbaill through YWCA officials taking it 
as part of their athletic program to 
many foreign couritries, including Tur- 
kéy and India. Missionaries, as Gailey 
and Exner in China and Goodhue in 
Syria, aided its spread abroad, Reach-

Veterans recalled to. active —nilftary 
duty while they are receiving benefit 
payments from the Veterahs Adminis- 
tration can save themselves and ihe 
Government a lot of trouble by noti- 
fying VA immediately o: their recall, 
the VA said today. 

These benefit payments include Gi 
Bill or Public Law 16 subsistence al- 
lowances and compensation for service 
connected disabilities. 

The-law does not rermit a veteran to 
reveive such VA payments once he 
goes back into uniform, the VA ex- 
plained. 

VA added that if a veteran receives 
such a@ payment covering any period 
after he has entered active duty, he 
should return it to the VA office which 
has his records. Otherwise, ir will re- 
main as an overpayment aga:nst hin 
unt 1 disposed of. 

The notificatior to VA of recall to 


active duty should include the veter-.

It takes a person several years 
of patience and hard work to operate it 
efficiently, and then he hasn‘t mastered 
all of the knowledge there is to be 
about the machine. 


Tati present time there are only four 
at Stout who are capable of oper- 
ating the linotype efficiently. They are 
arl_Johnson, Pete Schellinger, Rolland 
Wolte, and Phillip Mann. All four of the 
workers have had at least three years 
experience with the machine. 


Heading the department is Carl John- 
son from Ménominee, Michigan, who 
has had six years of trade experience 
before coming to Stout. Having the most 
experience, Carl’s chief task is keeping 
the machine in running condition. Be- 
sides helping out as an operator, he has 
worked many hard and long hours-to 
fulfill his duty very well, and will be 
missed greatly when he graduates this 
January, 

Coming to Stout with no previous ex- 
perience, Pete Schellinger learned to 
operate the linotype here in school. He 
took a course in linotype operation 
when he was a sophomore and prac- 
ticed on the machine until he could op- 
erate it.

Tour Stout Shops and Labs,- _ 
~ Receive Autographed Copies — 
Of New Analysis Text 


(Editors Note). Once again we must 
give recognition to the Dunn County 
News for carrying this article before 
our very eyes. : 

Two, Japanese educators, principals 
at their schools in Yokohama and Na- 
goya, both leading industrial cities of 
Japan, are presently touring the United 
States. 

They are exchange ‘onchiaee on tour 
of U. S. schools, colleges, and univer- 
sities with special emphasis on view- 
taught. They have been to New York, 
Boston, © teen Cas Detroit; _— 
_.Clevelgnd, burg, Chicago, a 
host of other large cities in the United 
States. 

Last week they were on tour of Twin 
Cities vocational schools. There the two 
men happened to point out that the 
text used for teaching prospective in- 
dustrial arts teachers is called “Trade 
and: Job Analysis,” a text written by 
Verne C. Fryklund, Ph.D., The Stout In- 
stitute, Menomonie, Wisconsin. 

“Why The Stout Institute is just a 
couple of hours ride from here,” the 
two Japanese educators were told. 

“Do you think Mr. Fryklund would be 
in Menomonie?” they inquired. They 
called and found out that he was. 

Cut Out Day For Visit Here 

Then there was the problem of cut- 
ting out a day from their tour of the 
Twin Cities to permit the trip to Stout. 
That was arranged by their Japanese 
companion and interpreter,, a graduate 
student at Madison, Wis., who arranged 
for the one day trip to Menomonie so 
the Japanese educators could _ visit 
Stout Institute, and especially Presi- 
dent Fryklund, the author of: the text- 
book used throughout Japan for the 
teaching of future teachers in vocation- 
al education. 

In fact, the two mem brought along 
their well-worn, dog-eared textbook, on 
“Trade and Job Analysis” and Presi- 
dent Fryklund- obliged by presenting 
them with new and autographed copies 
of the text, translated into Japanese. 

That's what happened in Menomonie 
recently. The two Japanese educators 
who arranged to miss a day's tour in 
St. Paul for the trip to meet Mr. Fryk- 
lund are Tatsuji Yamaga, principal of 
Kanagawa Perfectual Technical Upper 
Secondary school in Yokohomo, and 
.Keij Kusagaya, principal of Aichi Tech- 
nical high school, Nagoya. 

Their.companion of several days and 
also their interperter was Kikukaza Doi, 
ene of ten Japanese graduate students 
at the University of Wisconsin. 

And that’s just the way the story 
happened. The two Japanese educators 
had been visiting all the largest and 
most famous trade schools of the United 
States. But back in their minds was a 
desire to meet the author of their text- 
book, who is none coher than Verne C. 
Fryklund, the Stout prexy, who two 
years’ ago-spent his summer in Japan 
preparing material for the text. which 
is now widely used there.

They. had- high 
praises for the: Stout curriculum and 
for the Stout president, who, they said, 
is. widely known in the vocational’ 
schools of Japan. 

They pointed out the hapninioe of 
vocqtional education in that 20 percent 
of high school graduates go to college 
and the remaining 80 percent seek 
training for jobs in industry. 

They dic not wish to be quoted on 
their thoughts or to make statements 
regarding—the-present Korean conflict 
and the Japanese feeling toward Amer- 
icans and the U. 8. army of occupation. 
This was on orders from the U. S. which 
foots the bills for their tour of this 
country. They said, however, that they 
are enjoying their stay here, and prais- 
ed Menomonie's scenery, hospitality, 
and.good food.

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' Much has been. written about the 
supply and demand of teachers. It if 
é a generally accepted fact, according to 
Miss Gertrude M. O'Brien, college reg- 
istrar, that there is an alarming, nation- 
wide shortage of elementary teachers. 


However, according to Miss O’Brien, 
there are shortages t 
field a well. As serious shortage exists 
in high school teachers of home econ- 
omics, commercial work, and girls’ 
physical education. 


There is a lack of dietitians and 
nurses too: Most-studies_of teacher sup- 
ply and demand are of a current ae 
ture and are of little or no value in 
predicting the demand for teachers far 
enough into the future so that coun- 
selors in high schools and colleges may 
assist in directing students into the 
fields in which graduates are most 
likely to find vacancies. 


it_is evident from a scrutiny of the 
subject fields that young women high 
school graduates are not entering 
fields. that require advanced training. 
In the case of hom eeconomies, large 
numbers of students who enter college 
to major in home economics~ marry 
some time before graduation. Of those 
married students who remain for grad- 
“uation, some teach for a year or two 
but seldom more than that. 


A surplus of men teachers has arisen 
in academic fields attractive to men 
and in physical education. There is no 
over-supply of industrial education 
teachers, however: In fact, there’ is a 
critical shortage in most brariches of 
that subject such as auto mechanics, 
cabinet making. machine shop, carpen- 
try and buiding trades, printing, and 
coordination. 


There is a pitifully small supply 
of men in the above fields who have 
trade background, and in other sub- 
jects such as drafting and metals. Some 
trade unions offer a $500 scholarship, 
but one student a year is inadequate 
to meet the existing demand. 

In the Stout class of 1950, Miss 
O’Brien reveals, there were 310 indus- 
trial education majors, mainly begin- 
ning teachers. Of this group, 95. per 
cent- received positions. With a few 
exceptions, the balance refused oppor- 
tunities because they did not wish to 
leave Wisconsin or because‘ they were 
not satisfied with the salary available. 


In addition to assisting the annual 
senior class, the college placement ser- 
vice—is—always—available to a large 
group of alumni who are ready for 
promotions. Often promotions-positions 
‘in colleges for instance,are lost to Stout 
graduates because the salary offered 
is not as large as the present salary 
of the qualified candidate recommend- 
ed by the Stout placement service. 

Since, 1946, men have been counsel- 
led to avoid engineering, medicine, and 
such sciences as chemistry and phys- 
ics. Now the nation suddenly finds a 
critical shortage in these fields. 

The job of the good school admin- 
istrator is to select the best possible 


“- personnel for each specific position.’ It 


is the business of the professional 
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placement ervice to help that admin- 
istrator find the best possible persons 
when the placement service knows 
what types ofindividuals he wants, It 
should not waste an administrator's 
time with lesser material.

(Con’t from Page 1) 
manuscript was purchased in Madrid; 
and its identification verified by dif- 
ferent authorities including the Bibli- 
otheque Nationale of Paris. 

One page from a vellum book of 
hours in French and Latin, printed for 
Antoine Verard at Paris in 1500. Fine 
printing on vellum (of which this is an 
excellent example): died out, as it had 
arisen almost overnight: a scant ter 
years cover its best period. And with 
the vellum page vanished largely the 
hand decorations in gold and color that 
the printer offered by way of atone- 
ment, ‘for th mechanical reproduction 
of the text. 

Two pages fromi' the first * ‘King: James” 
Bible in popular: edition. Printed and 
published by Robert Barker, the King's 
Printer, London, 1612. The first folio 
edition was in great primer black let- 
ter, and preceded this quarto. etiition 
by one year. The gulf between the two 
is certainly vast, one harking back to 
Caxton, the other anticipating, both in 
type and size, the more legible and 
less bulky book of the future. Apart 
from its time stained edges, and the 
quaintness of its English, this page 
might --em to be taken from any cur- 
rent Oxford Bible. ‘ 

One page from a German transla- 
tion of Livy, printed at Strassburg by 
Theodosihs Rihel in 1596. The artist who 
illustrated Rihel’s Livy was Tobias 
Stimmer, a follower of Durer, whose in- 
fluence is plainly seen in the wood- 
cut adorning the page. 

A page from “Infortiatum de Tortis,” 
a large, very beautiful law book ‘print- 
ed by Baptista de. Tortis in Venice; 
1495, when that city led the. world both

in the volume and artistic quality of, 


its bookmaking. The arrangement of the 
page, with the text in the center sur- 
rounded by marginal notes, will sur- 
prise and delight those who have never 
seen these. glorious masterpieces of 
Venetian typograpy. The paper, which 
is of the best quality, came probably 
from the mills of the neighboring cities 
of Padua or Treviso. 

Another page is from the chronicarum 
supplementum of Jacobus Philippus 
Bergomensis (foresti), an Augustianian 
friar; printed by Bernadinus de Benaliis, 
at Venice, in 1486. The small gothic 
type while lacking legibility, gives a 
fine massed effect, which is perhaps 
the most outstanding feature of all 
early books. 

“The Nuremberg Chronicle”. This was 
one of the greatest publishing ventures 
of its time ,and is known as the picture 
book of the fifteenth century. It was

munity the best possible education un- 
der the conditions provided.

DR. OETTING 
WRITES STORY 
FOR MAGAZINE 


In the article “Who's interviewing 
Whom?” which appeared in the Decem- 
ber, 1950, issue of The American School 
Board Journal, Dr. E, R Oetting, chair- 
man of the Department of Education at 
The Stout Institute, points out to tho 
hiring olficials that they can do, a bet- 
ter job in selecting personnel for their 
schools. 

Dr. Oetting shows through exumples 
that most administrators . still om 
thuir snap judgment in hiring teachers. 
He shows further that candidates for 
teaching positions are judging officials 
as good, or bad, or indifferent admin- 
istrators in the first interview. Dr. Oct- 
ting advises thet those wh hire’ teach- 
ers should insure a place at the top of 
the candidates rating asa boes, by 
studying themselves os interview: 
others and by making a corscicus 
fort to improve their techniques in the 
interview, In this way not only will a 
high esteem be insured such adminis- 
trators, states Dr, Oetting, but they will 
also make sure that the newly hired 
teacher has confidence in the ability of 
those who are directing his work ‘ei 


that he hes good first contact with the 
school in which he will work. 

Among the numerous suggestions 
which are made to improve the inter- 
view are: 

1. Providing thoroughly trained inter- 
viewers who know what is needed for 
the position and who ask only for in- 
formation otherwise unattainable. 

2. Making a fair judgment by several 
competent individuals and using some 
sort of “aid to the interview blank" for 
recording and objectiliying the results. 

3. Permitting enough time and cover- 
age to get a reliable sample of the in- 
terviewees behavior and traits. 

Some pitfalls that the interviewing 
official should avoid are also indicated.

African-violets has been, 
my hobby for about five years,” stated 
Miss Trullinger, resident advisor of the 


__thome management house. “It started 


when a friend gave me a plant for a 
gift, but before too long, additional 
plants were in my possession.” 

Miss Trullinger described the African- 
violet blossoms, six to eight clusters 
at the end of a slender auxillary stalk, 


five petals, the lowest one larger than 
the others. Large, heart shaped. Velvety 
leaves gié alternately arranged. 
Among her choice varities that she 
cares for.are the lavendar Itdy, Queen 
Ann, red head, pink beauty, lady Gen- 


eva, white, double, and blue girl su-}. 


preme. Colorful blossoms range in hues 
from white, to pink, to violet, to red- 
violet, and to a deep purple. 

To get choice flowers, considerable 
attention and skill are required. Plants, 
in general, thrive well in rich, spongy 
soil. New plants are started by placing 
cut leaves in water for about three to 
four weeks. After rootlets have appear- 
ed, the -leaves are transplanted in 
loose, fertile soil. 

“Just to see new leaves peeping out 
of the earth makes my hobby, intrigu- 


ing,” stated Miss Trullinger enthusias- 
tically. An additional one year period 
of growth is nesessary before the first 
blossoms will occur. 

Through skill in propagation, Miss 
Trullinger has been able to enlarge 
the number of varities to ¢ighteen pot- 
‘ted plants. Many choice varities were 
teceived from a Nebraska friend. 

This is the secret formula of how 
Miss Trullinger can display eighteen 
neat and tidy plants. Temperature is 
@ vital factor. Lukewarm water is safe 
for. syringing dust from African-violets, 
but cold water will spot the leaves. Be- 
cause. the leaves are brittle, care should 
re taken, avoid brusing or scratching 

the surface. 


Upon close observation of the plants, 
not any of the lower leaves had col- 
lapsed. Miss Trullinger uses a precau- 
tion . . - @ tuft. of cotton. Abrasions | 
caused from resting of the stem on the 
rim’ of clay pots Gliows soil salts- to 
enter the eaves and damage will 
occur. To prevent injuries, smait pieces 
of cotton are placed between the pot 
and the stem. 

Miss Trullinger béllevdn that there 
are many new ways .of getting more 
enjoyment from potted plants. A very 
attractive decorative effect can be had 
when a variety of odd plants are com- 
bined together. 

“It is an inexpensive hobby in which 
I have received much added enjoy- 
ment during my spare-time,” concluded 
Miss Trullinger:

» “Hershey.” 
This means that a college graduate 
will have 30 days to find essential em- 
ployment. Then if he obtains such em- 
ployment, the local board may reoren 
the case to reconsider the classification 
College students will be given the 
right to enlist, according to a recent 
announcement from.tue State Selective 
Service board to the Dunn county Se- 
lective Service board.

duction was postponed under Section 
5-1-2 of the Selective Service Act of 
1948, as amended, and. who desire to 
volunteer by enlistment in a service 
of their choice. General Hershey stated 
that the act of reopening these ctussili- 
cations would require the cancellation 
of any orde: to report for induction 


+|which-might have—been— issued and, 
therefore, automatically renew- the right 


of these students to enlisi in the service 
of their choice, to the extent of avail- 
able’ openings. As in the past, each 
service would accept enlistments only 
to the extent that places were open fo: 
those who desired to enlist. : 

“This implementation of the basic 


policy announced Jun. 19 will make it 


possible for those dlready ordered for 
induction, as well as those who may 
be ordered during the balance of the 
year, to-have-their-class 
reopened in the final month of the ac- 
addemic year provided the service is 
able. to take them. This pclicy is de- 
signed to implement the intent of Con- 


gress to encourage students to continue 


college to the end of their academic 
year, and, at the same time, preserve 
their right to indicate the service in 
which they wish to serve.

settlers of Polynesia might have come 
from Peru, These men built a raft of 
balsa logs and set out from Peru on 
the four-thousand-mile journey, finally 
reaching a small island east of Tahiti. 
Whether or not Heyerdahl proved. that 
Polynesia was settled by pre-Incas 
from South America, he did show that 
men could cross the Pacific-in a raft 
built as men: of the stone age could 


have built it. —

RADIOACTIVE SNOW 


No atomic boinbs have exploded in 
Ménomonie, but a Gieger counter in the 
physics’ department of The Stout Insti- 
tute recorded the presence of radio ac- 
tive rays in the recent snowfall. 

However, the amount of radiation re- 
gistered is very small and 1,000 times as 
much radiation must be recorded before 
the affects could be termed harmful, ac- 
cording to Professor C. L. Rich of the 
Stout Physics department. —-—-—------ 

The Geiger counter used to detect 
radiation was obtained last year from 
California. Geiger csunters are sensi- 
ta¥s which are 
radio active waves. a. 

These rays are measured in “Roent- 
gen” after the name of the man who dis- 
covered how to-measure them. Areas 
are safe from such rays up to one-tenth 
of a milli-Roentgen, 

The Geiger counter in Menomonie re- 
gislered against the snow last week 
one-five thousanth of a Roentgen, show- 
ing a very minor content, but neverthe- 
less the presence of atomic rays. 

Where the rays came from is a mys- 
tery.

sports outfits.” 

“For evening wear, lace has regained 
its fotmer popularity. Sheer, crisip star- 
ched material such as silk orgardy, 
seems to have usurped the after-dark 
leadership so long enjoyed by solter 
fabrics,” - 

Also included in Miss Van Ness‘s in- 
tensive studies were research in the de- 
sign and contruction of clothes, and ac- 
tual working with latest equipment and 
instructional methods in the fields of 
clothing and textiles. +

Top-designer Elizabeth Hilt represents 
mass production in her capacity as de- 
signer for Henry Rosenfeld Co., whose 
low cast dresses nevertheless Sombine 
style and good fabric. Vincent Monte- 
Sano ,on the other hand ,is a high fash- 
ion designer whose expensive suits and 
coats are individually tailored. 

Miss Van Ness had the opportunity to 
study production of Rosenfeld and Mon- 
te-Sano creations, contrasting Rosen- 
feld’s ‘echnique of cutting out hundreds 
of dresses at one time with Monte-Sa- 
no's individual technique. 

From Henry Barth, head yards goods 
buyer for the W. T. Grant nation-wide 
chain, Charles Dorn, director of J. C. 
Penny research laboratories; and Will- 
iam Fullerton, Dan River Mills represén- 
tative, seminar participants gained 
greater understanding of the problems 
of America’s manufactures and distribu- 
tors of clothing. 

“At first I was surprised at the num- 
ber of leaders in the clothing industry 
who came long distances and gave val- 
uable time to participating,” said Miss 
Van Ness. 

“However, they expressed themselves 
as completely rewarded for their el- 
forts because they profited from obtain- 
ing reactions of teachers who represen- 
ted and taught consumers. We as gon- 
sumers seldom realize the profound ef- 
fect which our likes and dislikes have 
upon the social and economic condi- 
tions of workers in the clothing indus- 
try as well as upon the mere styles 
themselves.” 

At the University of Tennessee, Miss

“More and more 
experimentation is being done on pte 
arrangements wherein the student has 
all essential equipment in a single com- 
pact working apace, I learned that 
Stout's recently-completed clothing con- 
struction laboratories—-with their orig- 
inal, Stout Institute-designed unit work 
tables—are the first such modern in- 
structional centers actually available to 
students. Other colleges haven't gotten 
beyond the planning stage.” 

The Stout clothing laboratories hav> 
been studied by home edonomists from 
as far away as California who have vis- 
ited the college to see in actual oper- 
ation an instructional unit:bringing ints 
close range of each-student all her nec- 
essary. clothing equipment. Similar ef- 
fects will be sought for the textile labor- 
atories. ¥ 

Also available to Miss Van Ness at 
Knoxville were opportunities to observe 
federal and state textile manufacturing 
techniques first hand. Her major. work 
was carried out under Dr. Ruth Galbra- 
th, nationally-known textile testing ex- 
pert. 

Concerning Jatest techniques in teach- 
ing of clothing construction, Miss Van 
Ness reporis’ that in the mechanics of 
construction schools are. emphasizing 
speed and time saving methods, How- 
ever, they are also laying more emph- 
asis on the philosophy of such courses, 
she said, teaching. each student to buy 
clothing wisely through choosing from 
many garments the one best suited to 
her purpose, taste, and income. < 

“Clothing selection should go far mei 
yond merely enhancing personal ap- 
perance,” Miss Van Ness believes 
“We must teach students how clothing, 
properly marketed and purchased, will 
then become available to. all citizens 
and provide inspiration and adequate 
standards of living for those persons en- 
gaged in its manufacture.”

. the Executive group of the National Ad- 
visory committee for the awards pro- 
gram. This group meets at intervals to 
act on such matters as selection of con- 
test judges, program suggestions and 
other matters. 

Onginally developed by Scholastic 
Magazines the program of industrial 
arts awards was taken over by Ford 
when the project outgrew the capacity 
of the magazine. The 1951 competition 
olfers cash awards totaling more than 
$31,009 to over 1700 winners. A total of 
ten contest divisions embraces 22 co- 
operating classifications and 56 groups. 

The. total cash awards do noi in- 
clude ctdditional expenditures for shop- 
craft publications, travel expenses and 
other operating costs being expended 
for this program.

‘ments recently carried on in Stout foods 
laboratories were printed in a half- 
million recipe booklets which are now 
being distributed throughout the United 
States, 

Carried out undies the direction of 

Elva Lovett (B.S. Jan. ‘51), the experi- 
mentation consisted of developing and 
testing recipes using the non-fat dry 
milk solid “Sanalac” produced by San- 
na Dairies of, Menomonie. 
* Miss Lovett prepared food from 100 
dry milk recipes dnd samples of these 
foods were then submitted to a panel 
of Menomonie women. The 30 recipes 
which received the highest rating from 
the panel were incorporated into the 
booklet. 

Now these recipes are being distrib- 
uted by Sanna offices in Boston, to cov- 
er New England; New Jersy, for the 
New York area; Philadelphia, for all 
Pennsylvania; Washington, D,C.; St. 
Petersburg, Flordia, for Flordia, Geor- 
gia, and Alabama; New Orleans, to 
cover the Gulf Coast Memphis, for dis- 
tribution in Tennessee, Mississippi, and 
Arkansas; and Minneapolis; for the Da- 
kotas, Upper Michigan, Minnesota, and 
Michigan-and-Northern Wisconsin. 

The recipes are also being featured 
on radio and television shows and in 
large department store promotion in 
all these areas. Large national chain 
stores are also distributing the book- 
lets.

Supervision of schools is a Peo ies 
solely. of the States and not the Fed- 
eral Government, the VA said. The law 
expressly prohibits VA from exercising 
“any supervision or control whatsoever’ 
over schools that train veterans. In fact 
VA even is barred from controlling the 
State agencies that supervise schools, 

VA does pay-the States for enforcing 
minimum standards set forth in the law 
for on-the-job training establishments 
and certain profit schools training vet- 
erans under. the GI Bill. But here again 
enforcemnt of the standards is ‘entirely 
up to the States.

In these cases, all payments are 
suspended until further “investigation 
discloses just how much money is to 
be recovered.

“Television rarely, if ever, causes any 
eyesight problems, but it does make 
viewers aware of shortcomings that they 
should have corrected,” he said. 

“For many years’ headaches at the 
movies caused women, particularly, to 
geek visual care. Now one of the most 
common complaints is difficulty after 
viewing television.” 

- “Visual. problems tend td creep up on 
us. Often they are unaccompained by 
any warning. It is only when we be- 
come involved in an accident or de- 
mand unusual performance of our vision 
that we realize we do not see as well 
as we once did.” 

Dr. White said that with the aid of 
modern optometric science most seeing 
problems can be solved. Better vision, 
he said, depends largely on greater 
awareness of the importance of early. 
care. ;

have been unable to gain immediate 
admission to a medical or dental col- 
lege may be authorized to enter med- 
ieal or dental college when ‘such ad- 
mission can .be obtained, providing 
written proof is submitted that admis- 
sion has been deferred each year af- 
ter completion of their pre-medical or 
pre-dental course. 

Also, Cullen states, veterans who 
volunteer.or are inducted into military 
service prior to July 25, 1951, and who 
at some time previous had initiated a 
course of training under the GI Bill 
and those progress in training was 
satisfactory, may resume education and 
training after release from military ser- 
vice if they have remaining entitlement 
fromWorld War II service. The ve‘eran 
must, however, Cullen adds, apply’ for 
re-entrance into such training within a 
reasonable period of time following re- 
lease from active service. 
—Another—-group-noet-—restricted by the 
July 25th de-limiting date are those 
veterans tha’ enlist in the Army be- 
tween October 6, 1945, and October 6, 
1946. Army enlistments during this per- 
iod, Cullen states were under Public 
Law 190 which provides that that group 
may-enroll in training within four years 
from the date of discharge of that en- 
listment. 

The final group affected are shose 
veterans who were discharge after July 
25, 1947, and who have until four years 
from date of discharge‘to enter train- 
ing. 

The date of July 25, 1951, does not 
restrict, in any way, application for or 
training under Public Law 16 which 
provides ‘raining and rehabilitaton for 
the disabled veteran.

To Become Driver Trainer

Well, when Ruby Larson, a junior at 
Stout Institute here, completes the cur- 
rent. Driver Education Instructor course 

‘ at the college, she will be qualified to 
teach men how to drive a car—and 
what will the gentlemen say then? 


Yes, Ruby is the first woman being 
trained in the Stout regular session 
driver education course. When she re- 
ceives her certificate she'll be accredit- 
ed by. the AAA and the Wisconsin De- 
partment of Public Instruction as 
thoroughly competent to explain the 
intricacies of driving to any, interested 
person—male or female. 

Ruby, whose home is on a farm near 
Downing Wisconsin, learned how to 
drive a tractor even before she drove 
a car. Bob, her older brother, taught 
her to drive the tractor when she was 
a freshman in high school: “Soon atter 
that, she transferred’ her driving skill 
to the family car. 


Ruby has an excellent tecord for her 
five years of driving. She has never 
been involved in an accident. 

When asked her reasons for taking 
the driver instructor's course, Ruby re- 
plies: 

“Not only will it train me to be a 
more versatile teacher, but through it 
1. feel as though I can learn more of 
the &ctual mechanics of driving. If any- 
thing goes wrong with a car, I might 
be- able to fix it, or least know what's 
wrong." : 

Ruby will soon take the required 
tests in the course, and then will be 
given a certificate of Specialized Pre- 
paration for teaching Driver Education, 
which is nationally recognized. A cer- 
tificate will also be issued to her from. 
the State Department of Education. 
After this, she will have: practice teach- 
ing experience instructing students 
how to drive. For that, she will use 
Stout's dual-control car. : 

Driver Education, under the direction 
of R. FP. Kranzush, long-time member 
of the Stout Institute faculty, has been 
in operction at the college since the 
1930's. when the course was offered 
only during summer séssions, Stout was

We, as future ‘teachers, can xbalp to reduce the accident rate ae 
future young drivers. We can: promote driver education courses in 
high schools. 


It is unfair to blame youngsters for not being good drivers when 
they: have never received the benefits of proper driving instruction. 
We used to think anyone could just “pick up” driving, but we now 
realize that instruction and coaching are just as important in driving 
as they are in athletics, industrial arts or home economics. When a 
youngest just “picks up” driving, he usually acquires bad attitudes 
‘from parents and other drivers. These faulty attitudes are much more 
often at the bottom. of young driver accidents than a lack of skill. 


It is-reasonable, therefore to deduce from improved driving rec- 
ords in communities where driver education is in effect that the more. 
young-drivers we catch at the very beginning of their careers and 
give knowledge and attitudes that .make for safe driving habits, the 
fewer unsafe drivers of ALL ages we'll have in the years ahead.

Two purposes prompted this pro- 
cedure: firs, a desire to inlorm the stu- 
dents of counseling servces available to 
them; and second, the necessity of ob- 
taining reliable information concerning 
student's needs which can.form the bas- 
ts for the improvement of student per- 
sonnel. services. 

__Dr, Iverson concet ives _ concieves of 
counseling as the heart of a student] 
“personnel program. One of his primary. 
objectives is to make: of his office (Room 
21.1 E. Building) a place where stu- 
dents -will feel free tot come. with their 
personal, vocational, and educational 
problems, and where they will feel cer- 
tain that professional assitance will be 
received. A counseling service: of this 
type is available to all students. It is 
suggested that students whose prob- 
lems are related primarily to program- 
ming should seek assistance from- the 
academic deans, or their appointed 
representatives. 

Information was obtained ‘during the 
freshman interviews concerning a num- 
ber of student personnel areas, such 
as housing; orientation, recruitment, 

, vocational goals, need for 
remidial instruction, scholastic status, 
health status, and the like. As soon as 
the data has been analyzed and syn- 
thesized, a mineographed report will 
be prepared for faculty members and 
others who may be concerned.with the 
results. 

Comprehensive studies of student 
= services were in progress 
before tre freshmen interviews. were 
begun. The Administrative Council. of 
the faculty has held several meetings 
during the present seemester to ex- 
plore the prospect of expanding the 
student personnel program.

For the benefit of you as readers, let's iollow a-story from the time 


it is written until it is printed. 


After the reporter brings over 


the story to the main olfice, it: must be checked for errors, retyped, 


the story, it is taken to the print shop where it is set up on lino- 
type’ machines for printing. It must also be proofread. This process 
is used for every story regardless of size. 

‘Besides the above, the pages are made up in dummy form, the 
page proof is read and corrections are made before the paper can be 


printed. 


Even though the paper involves work, more is gained than just 
the publication of a paper every week. Experience is gained, and the 
ability to work with others to meet a deadline. One who works.on a 
paper must assume-responsibility for his share of the vvork no matter 


how small it may seem. 


As readers, you should remember that the Stoutonia is your 
paper, and it is the eyes and ears of the campus. You can do a lot 
by cooperating with the reporters, and informing the staff of future 


stories.
